The project method is not the only point 
in which modern educators may find sip)- 
port in Edison’s career. Still more imjwrt- 
ant is the idea of education as a continuing' 
process. Most of us went to school when 
education was regarded as something to 
which we were to apply ourselves during 
our earlier years in pi'epaiation for the real 
life to follow. Now we are told by the 
keenest minds in the profession that educa¬ 
tion should never be regarded as complete, 
and there should nevei' be any bi'eak in the 
process of developing the complete life, re¬ 
gardless of the duration of school years. 
Mr. Edison’s continual delving and reading 
and exi)erimenting shows strikingly his own 
thirst foi' more education. 

Through all his scientific digging, Edison 
has not ignored the finer things of life. 
When he was thirty-three he was visited 
at Menlo Park by Sarah Bernhardt who re- 
jx)rted him as gracious and courteous, with 
a profound love of Shakespeare. Ills read¬ 
ing has covered metaphysics, asti'onomy, 
l>olitical economy and music. 

Followed to their logical conclusion, educa¬ 
tional methods now in their beginnings 
would pave the way for the development of 
a mind like Edison’s. Instead of trying to 
fit it to a universal pattern, it would be 
given full play and encouragement and there 
are educators who believe the number of 
great inventor's can be greatly incroa.sed by 
such a system.

O NE December day Albert E. Orr, city 
editor of the New York Herald sat at 
hi.s de.sk with the latest edition of the paper 
spread out before him. in came Thomas 
B. Connery, the managing editor, and 
pointed accusingly at a full page story. 

“How (lid such nonsense get into the 
Herald’?’’ he demanded. “You have made 
the Herald the laujiliiug stock of New 
York.’’ 

Now what was it that so woi'ried Mr. 
Connery? Was it some fake about movie 
stai's, or chorus girls and millionaires, or 
something about Aimee, oi' Doc Cook, or a 
Kentucky monkey trial, or false reports 
about a California earthquake? No, this 
was in 1879, and there was a full page 
story about a man down at Menlo Park. 
New Jersey, who hud strung wires from tree 
to tree and had little glass bulbs with lights 
in them. 

’I’he city editor was right in his judgment 
that it was the liiggest newsiiaper scoop in 
years. So much interest was aroused that 
excursions were l uii and thousaiuls of people 
went down to see the marvel. Within a 
short time Thomas Alva Edison, the man 
who had worked the marvel, was known as 
“The W’izard of Menlo Park.” He was then 
thirty-two years of age. It was not his 
first important invention, but his other in¬ 
ventions had been of less direct concern to 
the public. At the age of eighty Mr. Edi¬ 
son is still the “wizard,” with the most 
marvellous record of great inventions cred¬ 
ited to any man in history, and with a 
record for versatility approached only by 
Benjamin FT'anklin. 

Naturally, a great many myths have clus¬ 
tered about the person and character of 
Edison. One of them concerns liis lack of 
education, due to the fact that his formal 
school training lasted only three months. 
Another myth would have it that he was 
lazy and his inventive genius was only acci¬ 
dental because .some of his first inventions 
were designed to save work for him. Eor 
instance, the mechanism which he arranged 
to make his hourly station report when he 
was on night duty as a railroad telegrapher. 

Edi.soii’s education may he held up lus a 
.sijlendid example of the method and results 
of educational ideals and methods which are 
just coming into vogue. He wa.s not un¬ 
tutored. He had an insatiable tliirst for 
knowledge and his mother guided his read¬ 
ing so that before he was twelve he had 
waded through Gibbon, Hume and other 
heavy matter for his age. The next few 
years as a railway news agent he spent his 
.spare time between runs in the Detroit pub¬ 
lic library, ab.sorbing everything he could | 
find concerning chemistry and electricity, j 
He had a laboratory in the ba.semeiit of his 
home and also in the railway baggage oar. 
He took ventures in merchandising and op¬ 
erated a printing plant for the publication 
of a weekly newspaper. The story is not 
unlike the unfolding of the jiroject method 
now regarded as absolutely es.seiitiul for 
successful teaching. ' 

When he took up telegraphy and worked, 
eighteen hours a day he still found time to J 
keep up scientific reading. Here his real; 
genius began to assert itself in getting I 
away from ordinary reading methods. He! 
practiced assiduou.-^ly to aciiuire the faculty | 
of absorbing a line at a time. He has fre-1 
qnently astonished his as.sociates by his; 
mai'vellous ability to aciiuire the sulistance | 
of bulky volumes in a short time. As a 
.voulhfui telegraph operator, taking the ex¬ 
citing newspaper reports of Civil War days. 
Edison cultivated a specially rapid and clear 
style of penmanship, and was able to kix’p 
pace with the best of them. Wlien the un¬ 
couth westerner went to Boston, the opera-

This may lie tlie liappy 
medium lietween tlie line, wliich become.s 
just an added item of upkeep, and the jail 
sentence for tlie driver wliicli seems over- 
.severe for an infraction of tlie law through 
mere thouglitlessnoss and wliere no one lias 
siitfcrml injury as a result. 

To deprive a man of the use of Ids car 
for a week, a montli or longer is likely to 
liave the etfect of impressing iiiwn him tlie 
need of careful driving and meticulous oli- 
servance of the traffic lules. It is much 
more of a punishment than to charge him a 
lew dollars wliicli lie can make up by liold- 
ing out on the wife or wasldng tlie car liim- 
seli lor a while instead of sending it to a 
garage. On the other hand it neither dis¬ 
graces liim nor takes him away from liis 
daily employment, as sending tlie man liim- 
.seif to jail does. 

General use of tlie system may reiiuire 
tlie building of annexes to tlie local jails 
througliout tlie country. But results miglit 
justify tlie expeii.se.
